A pharmacist in Cape Breton is 
no longer selling soft drinks or 
other sugaiy beverages in his 
store, saying as a health pro¬ 
fessional he can’t condone the 
sale of one of the top contribut¬ 
ing substances to child obesity. 

Graham MacKenzie an¬ 
nounced the change Thursday, 
saying it’s time for him and his 
team at Stone’s Pharmasave in 
Baddeclc to back up the advice 
they give clients in one-on-one 
consultations. 


“We were telling people, 
‘Stay away completely from 
pop and stay away from juice,”’ 
he said. “In all good conscience, 
we could not be having people 
walk by these things as they’re 
walking out the door.” 

MacKenzie said he’ll be 
taking a look at eveiything 
he sells, including chocolate 
bars and chips, but said sugaiy 
drinks like fruit juices and 
Vitaminwater were first to go 
because of how widely parents 
give them to kids. 

“If you look at kids’ snacks 
when they’re in school, it’s not 
often you’ll find a chocolate 


bar, but you will find fruit juice, 
you might even find pop,” he 
said. “Obesity is just too great 
and we’re now in a generation 
where kids will start dying be¬ 
fore their parents.” 

MacKenzie announced the 
change on the store’s Faceboolc 
page and Twitter account, and 
said the response on Thursday 
was positive. 

Nova Scotia’s Chief Public 
Officer of Health Dr. Robert 
Strang was on board too, say¬ 
ing MacKenzie deserved to be 
“commended and congratu¬ 
lated” for taking an important 
step.

The sky may have been cloudy 
and grey, but a little rain 
couldn’t dampen the excite¬ 
ment on the red carpet at open¬ 
ing night of the 34th annual At¬ 
lantic Film Festival.

“I’m honoured that Ele¬ 
phant Song is the opening- 
night film,” said the movie’s 
writer, Nicolas Billon, who was 
joined at the gala by the film’s 
producer Richard Goudreau 
and director Charles Biname. 


Unfortunately, Xavier 
Dolan, one of the film’s lead¬ 
ing stars who was expected to 
attend the festival, cancelled at 
the last minute due to business 
plans in Montreal, said a festi¬ 
val spokesperson.

Two Halifax barbershops have 
been told to cut it when it 
comes to beer. 

Mark Peyton, owner of Sail¬ 
or Bup’s Barbershop, had a visit 
from a Halifax Regional Police 
officer Wednesday who said 
there had been a complaint 
that the Saclcville Street shop 
was selling liquor without a li¬ 
cense. 

“We thought we were doing 
what we were told it was OK to 
do,” Peyton said Thursday from 
the old-school barbershop, 
where he has now jokingly 
stocked a fridge with 0.5 per 
cent beer. 

Before the shop opened in 


January, Peyton said he had 
checked with the province 
about offering alcohol as a gift 
to his clients, and was told he 
could as long as he followed 
rules such as checking for ID 
and not offering beer before 
noon. 

“I’m not out to run a bar,” 
Peyton said. “It was purely a 
customer service thing, and 
it was a way of saying ‘Thank 
you.’” 

Social media erupted Thurs¬ 
day with many Haligonians 
calling the move by Halifax po¬ 
lice unfair in light of some local 
salons and massage places that 
have offered complimentaiy 
wine in the past. 

But Halifax police spokes¬ 
woman Const. Holly Toolce said 
those establishments have to 


have a type of liquor license to 
offer anything, and the officer 
was enforcing Section 78 of the 
Liquor Control Act which states 
no person shall “barter, or offer 
to sell liquor or in considera¬ 
tion of the purchase or trans¬ 
fer of any property, or for any 
other consideration.” 

Peyton added there seems to 
be a “grey area” when it comes 
to offering beer samples in a 
private business, something 
Rob Oxner said he thought he 
was doing properly. 

Oxner, owner of Saint Lou’s 
Gentleman Barbershop in Hali¬ 
fax’s Historic Properties, also 
had police ask him to stop offer¬ 
ing beer on Wednesday. Oxner 
said he thought eveiything was 
fine because the liquor was con¬ 
sumed in a private business. 

“The police officer ... said 
that he deems it a public space, 
so that’s where we have to clari¬ 
fy whether it is,” Oxner said, 
adding he will be looking into 
a liquor license with his lawyer. 

“I’m hopeful that we’ll all be 
able to do it again.”

Daylight streams through 
floor-to-ceiling windows at 
the new RBC Waterside Cen¬ 
tre overlooking the Halifax 
Harbour, hitting brand new 
lunchrooms, high-tech meet¬ 
ing spaces and open office 
areas on Thursday. 

Lori Smith, RBC spokes¬ 
woman, watched the ferry go 
by from the ninth floor and 
said most of the employees are 
finding working with mostly 
natural light during the day 
“really striking.” 

“I think it’s a spectacular 
building. It’s got to be one of 
the nicest buildings ... in the 
city,” Smith said.

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Mother of terrorist hopes 
to spare others her pain 


ISIS fighter. Yarmouth 
County woman opens 
up about the 'hellish 
world' she entered 


When Christianne Boudreau 
learned the truth — that her 
son was not in Egypt studying 
Arabic but was instead fighting 
in Syria — she did what only a 
mother could. 

She worried for his safety. 

She watched videos from 
the region, scanning all of the 
faces on the screen, looking for 
any glimpse of her son Damian 
Clairmont. 

“I completely immersed 
myself in that hellish world of 
Syria and all of the fighting,” 
she says. 

It was a world away from 
Wedgeport, Yarmouth Co., the 
place where Boudreau grew 
up and where her son Damian 
was a typical happy-go-lucky 
kid. 

They had fallen out of com¬ 
munication after he left Can¬ 
ada in autumn 2012 — his 
choice, not hers. 

And so for a long time her 
questions went unanswered. 
Her concerns grew, especially 
when the Canadian Security 
Intelligence Service (CSIS) ar¬ 
rived at her door, telling her 
that her son was in Syria. 

Weeks turned to two

months before she finally 
heard from her son again. 

“We started talking again, 
eveiy two or three days. I con¬ 
fronted him, saying, ‘The coun- 
tiy code on the phone number 


I’m calling is a Syrian countiy 
code.’... And then he admitted 
where he was.” 

Of course the question was: 
Why? She may never fully 
understand. 


What is known is that Bou¬ 
dreau wants to spare others 
the pain she and her family 
have endured. 

Her son — a Muslim con¬ 
vert who took on the name 


Mustafa al-Gharib—was lulled 
by Free Syrian Army forces in 
Januaiy while fighting with Is¬ 
lamic State of Iraq and al-Sham 
(ISIS) militants. He was 22. 

It is one thing to grieve for

a child, but to grieve for a child 
now labelled a terrorist took 
on a whole different mean¬ 
ing.

Now Boudreau wants to 
reach out to families all over 
the world who are horrified 
and confused by the path their 
children have taken. She’s do¬ 
ing this by forming an inter¬ 
national mothers group.

A Weymouth North couple 
found a beehive in the walls 
of their home and more bees 
inside a spare room. 

Garnet and Gail Melanson 
first noticed the swarm of bees 
on the back of their home 
Tuesday afternoon. 

“I wasn’t sure at first what 
they were and my wife is ter¬ 
rified of hornets and wasps so 
I started to try and get rid of 
them,” Garnet said. “It was a 
bit unnerving to see hundreds 
of bees buzzing around out 
back.” 

When they realized they 
were dealing with honeybees, 
they called Andrea Smith and 
Rowena LeRoy. 

Smith, who is completing 
her training as an apiarist, or 
beekeeper, and LeRoy came 


around suppertime Wednes¬ 
day with Paula Mullen and 
Norman Hopkins to search for 
the queen bee. 

While they were gathering 
bees off the back wall, Smith 
noticed the bees had crawled 
up into a space around the 
door frame. 


“There were quite a few 
bees buzzing around the back 
of the house but when Nor¬ 
man removed a piece of ply¬ 
wood I was not expecting to 
see so many bees,” Smith said. 

Smith couldn’t reach up 
into the framing to get at all 
the bees and was starting to 


wonder how far into the house 
they were, when the Melan- 
sons’ son Jason discovered 
more bees above the door in a 
spare bedroom. 

The team worked carefully 
to remove the honeycombs, 
hoping the queen bee was 
in one of them and then col¬ 
lected as many of the bees as 
they could. 

They used a non-toxic 
smoker to calm the bees down. 

“We were being intrusive, 
tearing down their home so 
the smoke served to mask the 
bees’ alarm sense,” said Smith. 

They put the bees into an 
empty hive with 10 frames, 
two of which had honey. 

“If we got the queen in 
the hive then the other bees 
would follow,” Smith said. “We 
couldn’t collect all the bees, so 
we left the hive at the Melan- 
sons and will know if we have 
her in the next few days.” 

The Melansons sealed off 
the upstairs room until Smith 
could return Thursday to let

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Fijian UN peacekeepers returned 
safely by Syrian militant group 



Safe and sound. After

Al-Qaida-linked Syrian mil¬ 
itants on Thursday released 
all 45 Fijian peacekeepers they 
had held captive for two weeks, 
bringing an end to a crisis that 
ensnared the UN monitoring 
force in the chaos of Syria’s 
civil war. 

Fighters from the Nusra 
Front captured the Fijian 
troops Aug. 28 on the Syr¬ 
ian-controlled side of Golan 
Heights, a disputed buffer zone 
between Israel and Syria. 

The peacekeepers are re¬ 
ported to have been returned 
in good condition and were 
undergoing quick medical 
exams, a UN statement said. 


UN Golan Heights mission 


The UN’s Golan Heights mis¬ 
sion began in 1974, a year 
after the Arab-lsrael war.

In expanding its airstrilces 
into Syria against extremists 
from the Islamic State of Iraq 
and al-Sham (ISIS), the U.S. 
may entangle itself in a storm 
of jihadis and rebel rivalries. 

Unlike Iraq, Syria offers 
the U.S. no firm allies to take 
over areas if fighters from 
ISIS are pushed back. Unless 
the West decisively backs the 
outgunned moderate rebels, 
it risks the unintended con¬ 
sequence of prolonging the 
widely discredited rule of 
President Bashar Assad. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama said Wednesday that 
in the fight against ISIS, his 
countiy “cannot rely on an 
Assad regime that terrorizes 
its own people — a regime 
that will never regain the 
legitimacy it has lost.” 

“Instead, we must 
strengthen the opposition 
as the best counterweight to 
extremists like ISIL, while 
pursuing the political solu¬ 
tion necessaiy to solve Syr¬ 
ia’s crisis once and for all,” 
Obama said, referring to ISIS 
by another of its acronyms. 

But to do so is complicat¬ 
ed. In the northern and east¬ 
ern parts of Syria where ISIS 
controls territoiy, the region

ISIS. U.S. may find itself 
in ‘a tricky situation’ in 
striking at Islamic group 
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Oscar Pistorius cleared of murder, 
but prison time still a possibility 



South Africa. Olympian 
may be found guilty 
of culpable homicide, 
as judge says he ‘acted 
too hastily and with

The judge in Oscar Pis¬ 
torius’ trial ruled out a 
murder conviction for the 
double-amputee Olympian 
Thursday in the shooting 
death of his girlfriend, but 
said he was negligent, rais¬ 
ing the possibility he’ll be 
convicted of culpable homi¬ 
cide. 

The verdict is expected 
on Friday when Judge 
Tholcozile Masipa recon¬ 
venes the judgment phase, 
climaxing the trial that 


began in March. 

If Pistorius is acquitted 


of murder, he could still be 
sent to jail for a maximum 


of 15 years if convicted of 
culpable homicide. Masipa, 


sitting in the dais and look¬ 
ing down at Pistorius and 
the packed courtroom, said 
she felt Pistorius acted neg¬ 
ligently when he fired four 
times through a bathroom 
door in his home in the pre¬ 
dawn hours of Valentine’s 
Day last year. 

“I am of the view that 
the accused acted too 
hastily and with excessive 
force,” Masipa said of Pis¬ 
torius’ actions on the fatal 
night. She said the prosecu¬ 
tion had not proven beyond 
a reasonable doubt that 
Pistorius committed pre¬ 
meditated murder. She also 
ruled out a lesser murder 
charge. As she spoke, Pis¬ 
torius began sobbing quiet¬ 
ly on the wooden bench, his 
shoulders shaking. 

“Did the accused fail to 
take steps he should have 
taken? Yes,” Masipa said. 
“He failed to take any steps

‘Grouchy and hungry’ miners all brought safely to surface 


It took more than a day, but 
the last of 96 miners forced 
into shelters by fire and 
smoke at a Saskatchewan 
potash mine were finally 
brought to the surface Thurs¬ 
day night. 

“We’ve got eveiyone out 
of the mine,” said company 
spokesman Bill Johnson. 
“Certainly they were hungiy 


and ready to be up on sur¬ 
face.” 

He said the fire at Potash 
Corp. of Saskatchewan’s Al¬ 
lan mine near Saskatoon 
started in the engine of an 
underground water truck on 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Emergency workers spent 
the next eight hours put¬ 
ting out flames and clear¬ 


ing smoke while the miners 
waited in refuge stations and 
sealed-off passageways. 

About half made it safely to 
the surface overnight, before 
a power outage stopped some 
underground fans in one area 
from clearing smoke. 

The outage prevented the 
others from leaving, and cut 
phone service to the shelters. 


“Typically it doesn’t take 
nearly this long to clear the 
smoke,” Johnson said. “A 
mine is hundreds of miles of 
tunnels — if you don’t have 
fans to push the air along, it 
takes longer for smoky air to 
dissipate. 

“We have a pretty strict 
set of protocols when some¬ 
thing like this happens, and 


sometimes it takes a little 
longer than you would like.” 

The miners, spread across 
a vast network of tunnels, 
made it to refuge stations 
or used special curtains or 
“brattice” to seal themselves 
into dead-end sections. 

While the stations are 
stocked with food and water, 
those in sealed passageways 


had only the lunch pails they 
brought with them, said St. 
Pierre. 

All had been below since 
their shift started at 7 a.m. 
Wednesday. 

St. Pierre spoke with some 
workers after they were re¬ 
leased, and said they were 
“grouchy and hungry.”

Military aid. Pakistan 
saves thousands by 
boat and helicopter; 
India drops food for 
hundreds of thousands 


Pakistani troops used heli¬ 
copters and boats to remove 
thousands of marooned 
people from the country’s 
plains where raging mon¬ 
soon floods inundated more 
villages Thursday, as the In¬ 
dian military dropped food 
for hundreds of thousands of 
people marooned in flood-hit 
areas of Indian-held Kashmir. 

Pakistani and Indian offi¬ 
cials said the death toll had 
reached 461 in the two coun¬ 
tries. 

Flash floods have washed 
away crops, damaged tens of 
thousands of homes and af¬ 
fected over a million people 


since Sept. 3, when heavy 
monsoon rains lashed Pak¬ 
istan’s eastern Punjab prov¬ 
ince and Kashmir, the Hima¬ 
layan region claimed by both 
India and Pakistan. 

Prime Minister Nawaz 
Sharif visited the Pakistan- 
administered portion of 
Kashmir on Thursday and 
told flood victims that 
his government would do 
whatever it can to rebuild 
their damaged homes. “I 
am grieved over the deaths 
caused by the floods,” he said 
in a televised speech. 

Ahmad Kamal, a spokes¬ 
man for Pakistan’s National 
Disaster Management Au¬ 
thority, said 261 people have 
been killed and 482 injured 
in Pakistan. “The situation is 
still alarming as flood waters 
are entering the country’s 
plains in the Jhang district, 
inundating more villages and 
affecting thousands,” he said.

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Trans Mountain. Burnaby says suit not 
about blocking pipeline survey work 


The City of Burnaby, B.C., 
insists it’s not attempting to 
block Kinder Morgan from 
conducting survey work re¬ 
lated to the Trans Mountain 
pipeline, but instead only 
wants its bylaws followed. 

Burnaby and Kinder Mor¬ 
gan have been escalating 
their dispute over the pro¬ 
posed expansion of the pipe¬ 
line, with the city citing the 
company for cutting down 
trees on Burnaby Mountain, 
east of Vancouver. 

The company has asked 


the National Energy Board to 
order Burnaby to stop block¬ 
ing its access to the site, 
pointing to another energy 
board ruling last month 
that said the Kinder Morgan 
could proceed over the city’s 
objections. 

The city says in a letter to 
the energy board that it re¬ 
spects the company’s rights 
under federal law, but it says 
the National Energy Board 
ruling doesn’t exempt the 
company from complying 
with bylaws that protect trees 


and parkland. 

The city filed a lawsuit in 
B.C. Supreme Court this week 
and it says the energy board 
should put the issue on hold 
until the court process plays 
out. 

Burnaby has been a vocal 
opponent of the expansion of 
the Trans Mountain pipeline, 
particularly after the com¬ 
pany changed its proposed 
route to tunnel through 
Burnaby Mountain, which is 
home to a conservation area.

Dopamine. University 
of B.C. research shows 
‘feel good’ chemical 
behind decisions to 
steal a base in baseball 
or buy or sell stocks 




Choosing to stay or fold in a 
game of cards is a risky deci¬ 
sion that could be influenced 
by a chemical in the brain. 

That’s the latest finding 
from a University of B.C. 
study that revealed the rise 
and fall of dopamine, some¬ 
times called the “feel good” 
chemical, plays a key role in 
decisions involving risk and 
reward, like investors choos¬ 
ing to buy or sell stocks on 
Wall Street or baseball play¬ 
ers deciding to steal a base. 

Senior author Stan Flor- 
esco, a professor in UBC’s de¬ 
partment of psychology, said 
the findings show dopamine 
plays an important role in 
eveiyday decisions. 

“It gives us insight into 
how this fundamental trans¬ 
mitter, which is involved in 
reward, in movement, in cog¬ 
nition, is playing a relatively 
rapid role in guiding our be¬ 
haviour on a moment to mo¬ 
ment basis,” he said. 


Floresco said the study’s 
findings could help scientists 
better understand how dopa¬ 
mine influences conditions 
like problem gambling, drug 
addiction and schizophrenia. 

“Dysfunction of this sys¬ 
tem has been identified in a 
number of neuropsychiatric 
disorders,” he said. “It gives 
us insight into how this sys¬ 
tem works so we might have 
better understandings of 
what happens when it’s not 
working so well.” 

The study was published 
Thursday in the peer-re¬ 
viewed journal Neuron.

New earthquake detectors 
could buy some B.C. students 
precious seconds to get to 
safety before the ground 
starts shaking. 

Program leader Prof. Car¬ 
los Ventura of the University 
of B.C. said as little as five 
seconds could make a differ¬ 
ence, if it allows students a 
chance to duck under a desk. 

Ventura, who’s the direc¬ 
tor of the Earthquake Engin¬ 
eering Research Facility at 
UBC, said the detectors could 
give up to 40 seconds notice 


before a quake hits. 

Sensors are being placed 
on the grounds of 50 Catholic 
and two public schools in the 
Lower Mainland as part of a 
pilot project funded by the 
Roman Catholic Archdiocese 
and the provincial govern¬ 
ment, Ventura said. 

British Columbia is on 
a fault line and earthquake 
readiness has been an on¬ 
going concern. Scientists have 
predicted the province is due 
for a major ground-shaker.

Launched in the U.S. in 
2009, the popular crowdfund- 
ing platform made itself avail¬ 
able to Canuck fimd-seekers on 
Sept. 9, 2013. Since then, the 
site has helped fund an aver¬ 
age of 10 Canadian projects per 
day, ranging from a Comer Gas 
reboot to a high-tech hockey 
stick. 

“When we launched ... we 
were available to anyone in the 
world in terms of backers, and 
early on Canada turned out to 
be a veiy active place where 
people were pledging money 
from,” said Kiclcstarter spokes¬ 
person Justin Kazmark. “And 
Canada has a significant cre¬ 
ative population, so expanding 
there was a natural fit.” 

The service has been a 
launching pad for Canadian 
companies, granting them ac¬ 
cess to international customers 
and capital. Although domestic 
support for Canadian projects 
is high, most ideas receive two- 
thirds of their funding from 
outside the countiy’s borders. 

“I think it signifies that 
internationally, people have an 
appetite for supporting creative 
ideas coming out of Canada,” 
Kazmark said. 

To date, the most-funded 
project on Canadian Kick- 
starter is Vanhawlcs’ Valour 
bicycle, a “smart bike” made 
of carbon fibre and equipped 
with features like GPS and hap¬ 
tic feedback. The Ottawa-based 
company turned to Kiclcstarter 
last May and raised more than 
$820,000. 

“We were out there look¬ 
ing for funding to launch our 
bike, and Kiclcstarter allowed 
us to take a peek into the mar¬ 
ket and prove there’s a massive 
demand out there,” said Van- 
hwalcs co-founder Ah Zahid. 
“It’s going to change the whole 
ecosystem of how people get 
funded and start companies in 
Canada.” 

Although they believed in 
their product, Zahid and his 
colleagues were still shocked at 
how quickly their Kiclcstarter

1 D0 your homework. Before 
Vanhawks launched their 
Kickstarter campaign, company 
co-founder Ali Zahid said he 
spent three months immersed 
on the platform, analyzing 
what worked and what didn't. 
“Kickstarter became a religion," 
he said. 

2 Make a video. “You don't 
need a video to launch a 
project, but most successful ones 


have a video,” Kickstarter spokes¬ 
man Justin Kazmark said, “often 
with the creator in front of the 
camera.” 

3 Tell a story that involves your 
backers. “Successful projects 
on Kickstarter, regardless of 
geography, tell a compelling 
story.... They articulate what 
you're trying to bring to life 
and how backers can join you 
on that journey,” said Kazmark. 


The Vanhawks team kept a blog 
throughout the process and 
Zahid even offered his cellphone 
number to backers in case they 
had questions or suggestions. 

“I used to get calls at 3 a.m., but 
people loved it,” he said. 


4 Be honest. “Our pitch wasn't 
some slick advertisement for 
a product. It was true to who 
we are,” said Aesthetec Studio's 
Mark Argo. “We wanted to give 


off this feeling that we're a small 
group of passionate makers and 
that this is an idea that's import¬ 
ant to us.... And afterwards a lot 
of people commented that they 
liked the tone of our pitch and 
our video.” 

5 Be prepared to follow 
through. “Make sure it's 
something you love, because if 
you do get backed, you have to 
make it,” Argo said. 


took off. 

“It was a crazy experience,” 
he said. “I didn’t sleep for two 
weeks. We got so many press 
requests and questions that my 
phone died in the first 10 min¬ 
utes.” 

Another Canadian success 
stoiy is Aesthetec Studio’s Little 
Robot Friends, a set of cute, an¬ 
thropomorphic circuit boards 
that help teach people about 
electronics and computer 
programming. The project at¬ 
tracted more than 1,300 back¬ 
ers from 49 different countries, 


and raised more than $123,000. 

Aesthetec’s Mark Argo said 
that, like Vanhawks, Kick- 
starter allowed his company to 
gauge demand for their prod¬ 
uct, but more importantly, it 
let them bring that product to 
market in a way they were com¬ 
fortable with. 

“We wanted to do it right 
the first time, and worry about 
making money off it later,” 
Argo said. “With a lot of tech 
products, the way you make 
money is to outsource as much 
as possible ... to places like 


China. But when you have 
this upfront source of risk-free 
money, it gives you the motiva¬ 
tion — and the ability — to de¬ 
liver the best thing you possibly 
can. 

“And if that means using 
more expensive local labour 
and materials, then so be it.” 

As a result, eveiy Little 
Robot Friend is hand-built in 
Toronto, using local materials 
from factories that Argo and his 
colleagues have visited. 

Like Zahid, Argo believes 
Kickstarter can help Canadian 


companies achieve success 
without leaving home. 

“There’s tons of talented 
people here, but a lot of them 
have to flee the country to find 
opportunity,” he said. “But we 
found that we can make some¬ 
thing here locally in Canada, 
enjoy the benefits of living 
here and still reach a global 
community.... We might not 
be able to sell 50,000 robots in 
Canada, but spread that around 
the globe and I’m sure there’s 
50 niche communities willing 
to buy 1,000 robots.”

While predicting a sea change 
in how Canadians get their 
TV programming, one of the 
countiy’s biggest cable-service 
providers rejects the idea of al¬ 
lowing viewers to pay for tele¬ 
vision channels one at a time. 

Rogers Communications 
has told the countiy’s broad¬ 
cast regulator it agrees with a 
proposal to offer its customers 
a smaller basic service. 

But it says the price for that 
service should not be capped 
and it should include channels 


from the major American TV 
networks, not just the Can¬ 
adian ones. 

Rogers’ presentation to the 
Canadian Radio-television and 
Telecommunications Commis¬ 
sion on Thursday highlighted 
the growing divergence 
among cable and satellite TV 
service providers on how to 
reshape the television land¬ 
scape. 

It also helped to reveal the 
complexity of the job faced by 
the CRTC in figuring out how 
to regulate the broadcasting 
system while providing con¬ 
sumers with more choice and 
possibly lower costs. 

Rogers said while it agrees 
with a proposal to offer a 
smaller basic service, it can’t 
leave out the U.S. networks. 

“Any small basic service 
Rogers offers must include 
ABC, CBS, NBC, FOX and PBS,”

The Drop. Tom Hardy

Richard: Steve, this is a 
boy-and-his-dog story, but it 
ain’t Old Yeller. 

Sure there are gun shots 
and a cute dog, but there 
is also a slow unveiling of 
the clues, red herrings and 
characters with shady pasts. 

As Bob, Hardy is a cy¬ 
pher; kind to dogs, shy and 
lovesick, he’s an average 
neighbourhood guy. 


Except in this neigh¬ 
bourhood, average 

guys have pasts, and 
Hardy does a nice job 
of playing a guy who is try¬ 
ing to move on while the 
past tries to stop him in his 
tracks. 

What did you think? 

Steve: As the deadbeat bar¬ 
tender who may or may not 
be what he seems, Hardy 
certainly crafts a compel¬ 
ling character with a unique 
set of subtleties. 

Even the gait of Bob’s 
walk and the curious phys- 
icality of Hardy’s character 
is distinguished and fantas¬ 
tically nuanced. 

It’s just too bad the 
story itself feels a bit too 


played out. 

There’s nothing quite 
fresh about the intertwin¬ 
ing local gangsters and 
interlopers here. 

Plus, a few plot ambigu¬ 
ities don’t help keep the 
story clear. Or was that the 
red herrings? 

RC: I thought of it as a slice 
of life, a slickly made look 
at the underbelly of crime, 
relationships and dog rear¬ 
ing. 

Nice performances make 
up for some plot idiosyncra¬ 
sies and the cute dog earns 
some goodwill for a story 
that doesn’t so much com¬ 
ment on the condition of its 
characters as it does reveal 
it. 


What did you think of 
Gandolfini in his final role? 

SG: It’s a bit of a bittersweet 
final curtain for Gandolfini 
— whose character is a bit 
morose. 

But the late actor’s 
presence is as bold as ever

Idris Elba is looking to chal¬ 
lenge himself during our 
interview. 

“Right now. I’m cracking 
open a beer with a lighter, 
which is hard to do, and at 
the same time sound genu¬ 
inely interested in our con¬ 
versation — which I am!” he 
insists. I’ll have to take him 
at this word. 

In Elba’s latest, the 
thriller No Good Deed, he 
relishes playing mean and 
nasty as an ex-con mena¬ 
cing a single mother (Taraji 
P. Henson). 

Why won’t you leave 
this nice Taraji P. Henson 
alone? 

Yeah, right? I watched it 
yesterday with an audience 
and I kept asking myself, 
“Why are you there? Leave 
her alone, she’s so sweet!” 
My character has this sort 
of relentless drive, but you 
do find yourself going, 
“What is this guy’s prob¬ 
lem?” He’s quite creepy, 
the character. I was watch¬ 
ing it thinking, “Wow, I 


must be an actor because if 
I am really like that in real 
life, man, I wouldn’t have 
any friends.” 

This has almost a nice 
throwback feel to it. 

Yeah, it’s a genre. It’s 
quite reminiscent of old 
thriller films. I was a 
co-producer on this, and 
the director and I talked 
about that: “Let’s remind 
audiences that they’re in 
a thriller.” You’re going to 
hear thunder and you’re 
going to hear mood music 
and stuff. For some reason 
we stopped making those 
types of films, but they 
work. They serve a particu¬ 
lar purpose and they work. 

Where are your tastes in 
genres and roles leading 
you at the moment? 

I’m into being very varied, 
sort of shaking up genres. 
This film, for example. One 
could argue in America 
that this is penned as an 
African-American film, 
but it really isn’t. It isn’t 
a specific market film; 
it’s just a film. And it’s 
relatable to anyone that 
likes thrillers. My personal 
taste is to try to turn these 
genres on their heads and 
break down these sort of 
lines that we have that 
segment film one way or 
another. And also person¬ 
ally, I’m into really big, 
full characters at the mo¬ 
ment. That’s what I want 
to develop. Iconic char¬ 
acters, like Mandela, like 
Luther.

I’m definitely 
trying to do that. That’s 
something that’s happened 
over the last few days, 
where I’ve been with Neil 


(Cross, the show’s creator) 
and we’ve discussed it in 
depth. We’re going to move 
forward and try to pull off 
this two-hour special for 
TV.

For RJ Mitte, playing Walter 
White Jr. in AMC’s Breaking 
Bad was art imitating life. 

Like the 22-year-old ac¬ 
tor, his character had cere¬ 
bral palsy — just a more se¬ 
vere case, requiring Mitte to 
learn to walk on crutches and 
slow his speech for the role. 
Mitte says he also had to re¬ 
visit some of the challenges 
he faced growing up, which 
served as “a great reminder” 
that helped him win the part. 

“The past does haunt you,

to get those medical bills. You 
develop a different mental¬ 
ity and you develop a differ¬ 
ent look at how the world 
sees you and how you see the

OK Go returns, as 
inventive as ever 


Upside Out. Video 
masterminds release 
their first new music

Earlier this summer, music 
video masterminds OK Go re¬ 
turned with a new creation: a 
series of optical illusions set to 
a new song, The Writing’s on 
the Wall. 

The song, part of a new EP 
called Upside Out, is the first 
new music from the band 
since their 2008 album, Of the 
Blue Colour of the Sky. A full- 
length album, Hungiy Ghosts, 
is due out Oct. 14. 

Lead singer Damian Kulash 
says that’s pretty normal 
for the band, which gener¬ 
ally takes about four years to 
make a new album. 


“We take so long making 
records in part because we’re 
not the fastest songwriters on 
the planet, but in part because 
we spend so much time tour¬ 
ing and making videos.” 

It’s apparently pretty com¬ 
plicated to build and operate 
a massive Rube Goldberg de¬ 
vice, as they did for This Too 
Shall Pass. 

A few things have changed 
about the writing process over 
the years, though. 

Kulash pointed to the 
band’s desire to write more 
“undirectedly,” by which he 
means letting the music dic¬ 
tate what a song will be about, 
rather than starting with an 
idea and working backwards 
to it. 

The result is what Kulash 
calls a more focused album, 
despite the more relaxed 
songwriting method, which 
he thinks allows for music 
that’s more varied in scope. 

“I kind of hate writing 
lyrics,” Kulash admits. “I have 


so much fun playing with the 
sounds, and then you wind 
up with this music, where if 
things have gone right, it goes 
in five directions at once. It’s 
something that you can’t com¬ 
municate, or at least I can’t 
communicate verbally.” 

He points to the way writ¬ 
ing the music itself can create 
a sound with “lust and fury 
and joy and melancholy all 
at once.” Setting all of that to 
actual words can mean letting 
go of some of that feeling. 

“When something is both 
joyful and melancholic at 
the same time, do you write 
melancholic lyrics or do you 
write joyful lyrics? Words are 
so specific. They always have 
to mean something so literal.” 

Despite the challenges, 
Kulash seems happy with the 
result. For fans of Blue Color, 
Kulash says the new album 
“feels like it has a lot of the 
same sonic textures, but is a 
much more concise and to- 
the-point record.”

One practice, one game, one 
day at a time — that’s the 
way the Halifax Mooseheads 
are approaching the 2014-15 
season. 

With their climactic 2013

Rice. U.S. Senators press 
NFL for zero tolerance 
on domestic violence 


Sixteen female senators from 
both parties called on the Na¬ 
tional Football League Thurs¬ 
day to adopt a zero-tolerance 
policy on domestic violence. 

The senators said they were 
“shocked and disgusted” by a 
video showing former Balti¬ 
more Ravens’ running back Ray 
Rice punching his then-fiancee 
and knocking her unconscious. 

“Tragically, this is not the 
only case of an NFL player al¬ 
legedly assaulting a woman 
even within the last year,” the 
senators wrote in a letter to NFL 
commissioner Roger Goodell. 

The senators said they were 
deeply concerned that a new 
policy Goodell announced last 
month would let a player com¬ 
mit a violent act and return to 
the field after a six-game sus¬ 
pension. 

“If you violently assault a 
woman, you shouldn’t get a 
second chance to play football 
in the NFL,” the letter said.
